The Arandora Star (15,501 tons) was owned 
by Frederick Leyland and Co., Ltd. She was 
built at Birkenhead’ in 1926 by Cammell 
Laird and Co., and was reconstructed in 
1929 at a cost of £200,000 as a luxury cruiser. 

An official of Messrs. Frederick Leyland 
and Co., Ltd., the owners, told the Press As- 
sociation last night that the total losses can- 
not yet be estimated. It is hoped that more 
survivors may yet be landed, in addition to 
those who have already arrived at a Scottish 
port. 

The skipper of the Arandora Star was Cap- 
tain E. W. Moulton, who has had charge of 
her since 1927.
